Gen. Henderson Installed as Speaker—Reed Rules Adopted After a Slight 
Show of Hostility by Mr. Bailey of Texas—Protest Against 
Quay and Clark in the Senate—Senate Finance 
Committee’s Currency Bill.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With surprising smooth- 
ness and apparently with party unity 
and general good-fellowship, . the 
opening of the: Fifty-sixth Congress 


was perfected today, and as soon as] 


the way shall have been blazed by the 
reading of the President’s message to- 
morrow, both houses will be ready to 
do business. | 
There was only one slight hitch in 


the day’s proceedings, and this did not. 


amount to a halt. It was the pre- 
liminary skirmish that indicated pos- 
sitJe trouble over the determination of 
the Republicans to keep Representative 
Roberts of Utah out of his seat. The 
Democrats as a party are expected to 
defend him, at least to the extent of 
insisting that he be tried before being 
convicted, but both sides were willing 
today to skate over thin ice, and by 
unanimous consent the case went over 
until tomorrow. 

The former Democratic leader, Mr. 
Bailey, became a little restless on his 


own account, and gave symptoms of 


a desire to lead a revolt against the 
readoption of the Reed rules, but the 
party under the new leader, Mr. Rich- 
ardson of Tennessee, failed to come to 
his support, and after a little tilt, Mr. 
Bailey was bowled over and the Reed 
rules were adopted by the votes of the 
Republican side of the House.’ 

In the Senate the most conspicuous 
man ‘vas Senator William Pitt Frye 
of Maine, who, as president pro tem. 
of the Senatc, will be acting Vice- 
President of the United States until 


| the end of Mr. McKinley’s administra- 


tion, and ir the House David Bremner 
Henderson of Iowa, successor of a 
long line of able men, who have oc- 
cupiel «he Speaker’s chair, was the 
center of attraction. 


While Mr. Frye was presiding in the 


flower-laden chamber today, and Gen. 
Henderson was receiving the applause 
which came to him so generously from 
both sides of the vast chamber in which 
nearly four hundred members now hold 
seats, there stood in another room of 
the Capitol building the familiar form 
of the physical and intellectual Hercu- 
les who has for so many years dom- 
inated the proceedings of the House, 
and so fully occupied the public eye, 
Aloof from all the turmoil of the House, 
and unaffected by the solemnity of the 
Senate, that body which has so often 
felt the lash of his satirical tongue, 
was Thomas B. Reed, quietly preparing 
a legal motion, which he submitted 
later in the day to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Mr. Reed did not 
go into the Senate nor the House, and 
it must have seemed strange to him 
to be in the Capitol on the opening day 
of Congress and not be an actor in the 
stirring scenes. It was his first ex- 
perience of the kind for many’ years, 
WIDESPREAD ATTENTION. 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The opening 
of the Fifty-sixth Congress at noon to- 
day attracted that widespread atten- 
tion which always attaches to the an- 
nual assemblage of the national law- 
makers. There was added interest in 
the event this year, for many far- 
reaching questions awaiting considera- 
tion gave unusual importance to the re- 
turn of Congress. Aside fom this,° the 
Roberts case introduced a phase which 
promised something out of the ordinary 


| developments of an opening day. 


Early in the day_the throngs began 
converging at the Capitol. The day 
was bright and propitious, and the 
thoroughfares leading to the building 


presented a gay and animated appear- } 


ance. Within the building all was 
bustle and excitement long before ’the 
hour for calling the houses to order. 
The outer doors were open to all, and 
through these flowed continuous 
streams of humanity, until the: great 
corridors, galleries and rotundas were 
fairly packed. 

As @¢arly as 10:30 o’clock the con- 
spicuous figures of Congress began to 
arrive, and this served to give the 
waiting throngs a temporary diver- 
sion. Gen. Henderson’ went direct to 
the Speaker’s private office, where he 
shared his time with the House leaders 
and with those pleading for admission 
cards. 

Representative Richardson of Ten- 
nessee, the Democratic House leader, 


| was also early on the scene, conferring 


with his lieutenants. Shortly before 11 
o'clock Mr. Roberts of Utah, in silk 
hat and black frock suit, made his 
way through the crowd to the members’ 
private lobby. Here he chanced to 
meet Mr. Richardson, and the two held 


a short conference as to whether Mr. | 


\ 


Roberts would. seek to address the 
House. A buzz of comment followed 
the gentleman from Utah wherever he 
went, but there was no disrespectful 
demonstration. 

HOUSE OPENING. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Enormous 
crowds witnessed the opening scenes 
in the House today. The principal 


interest centered in the disposition of 


Mr. Roberts, the Mormon Representa- 
tive from Utah. Those who antici- 
pated a sensational denouement were 
disappointed. The programme - out- 
lined by th2 Republican leaders at 
their conference on Friday night was 
partially carried out. The objection 
to the administering of the oath to 
Mr. Roberts was made by Mr. Taylor 
of Ohio, as predicted, and he stepped 
aside without protest, except to ask 
if by doing so, he waived any of his 
rights. To this the Speaker responded 
in the negative. There was not a pro- 
test from any quarter against the ob- 
jection to the administration of the 
oath to Mr. Roberts, but on the con- 
trary, the only+voice raised except

| ent. 


that of Mr. Taylor, was that of Mr.. 


McRae, a Democrat of Arkansas, who 
joined with Mr. Taylor in his protest. 
Mr. Taylor offered his resolution to 
refer the case to a special committee, 
and. by mutual agreement, the con- 
sideration of the resolution was post- 
poned until tomorrow in order that 
the routine business in connection 
with organization might be trans- 
acted today. 

Although Mr Roberts was 
sworn_in today, he secured a seat. 
This, however, was by an accident. On 
the seat-drawing lottery, no provision 
had been made for Mr. Roberts, but 
when the drawing was completed, two 
others as well as himself had not been 
provided with seats, and the Speaker 
asked and secured from the House per- 
mission for those members who had 
not drawn seats to make such selec- 
tions as they could. Under. this 
authority, Mr. Roberts got a seat in 
an obscure portion of the hall. His 
daughter sat in the gallery and 
watched the proceedings from begin- 
ning to end. 

After the election of Speaker Hen- 
derson and his induction into office the 
appointment of the usual committees 
to wait upon the President, the seat- 
drawing contest, with the usual amus- 
ing features, went off without a hitch. 

The only other feature out of the 
ordinary was the reception of the Reed 
rules as the rules for the present ses- 
sion. The Democrats knew it was fu- 
tile to more than protest against the 
adoption of these rules, after the Re- 
publican decision upon this course in 
caucus, and the debate upon the reso- 
lution to adopt them was very brief: 
They were adopted by a strict party 
vote. 

SENATE’S SESSION. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—An appro- 
priate tribute to the memory of the 
late Vice-President Hobart was paid 
by the Senate today at its first session 
of the Fifty-sixth Congress. The ses- 
sion lasted only thirty-three minutes, 
and only the most formal and neces- 
sary business was transacted. After 
the adoption of the usual routine reso- 
lutions and the administration to the 
new members of the oath of office, Sen- 
ator Sewall of New Jersey presented 
fitting resolutions upon the death of 
the Vice-President, the resolutions 
were ordered to be communicated to 
the House of Representatives, and the 
session, on motion of Mr. Kean of 
New Jersey, was suspended. 

FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
(FIRST SESSION.) 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON Dec. 4.—SENATE.— 
In the shadow of the recent death of 
the . Vice-President, the Senate con- 
vened at noon today in its first ses- 
sion of the Fifty-sixth Congress. The 
death of Vice-President Hobart cast 
a pall over the preliminary proceed- 
ings at the north end of the great mar- 
ble capitol. 

As usual in opening days of a ses- 
sion of Congress, the chamber was a 
veritable conservatory. Scarcely. a 


Senator was forgotten in the lavish . 


floral displays, and particularly no- 
ticeable was the offering of flowers to 
the new members. The: desks to which 
they had been assignéd were loaded 
with the choicest selections from the 
public and private conservatories of 
the city. 

_ Attention was called to fhe fact that 
no emblem of mourning appeared on 
the Vice-President’s desk. This ap- 
parent omission was explained by the 


statement that the Senate had not been 


informed of Mr. Hobart’s death, pend- 
ing actual convention of the Senate. 

The galleries were filled with a bril- 
liant and distinguished audience. In 
the diplomatic gallery were several 
prominent. members of the diplomatic 
corps, among whom was Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British Ambassador, and Lady 
Pauncefote. 

Promptly at 12 o’clock Mr. Frye of 
Maine, president pro tem., called the 
Senate to order. The blind chaplain, 


Mr. Millburn, pronounced the invoca- 


tion, making a forceful and touching 

reference to the death of Mr, Hobart. 
Mr. Bacon of Georgia was the first 

member to be recognized by the chalr. 


He presented, on behalf of Mr. Mallory 
of Florida, who was detained by Ifll- 
ness, the credentials of Senator-elect 


Taliaferro of Florida. They were filed. 
PROTEST AGAINST QUAY. 

Mr. Penrose of Pennsylvania pre- 
gented the credentials of Matthew 
Stanley Quay, appointed Senator from 
Pennsylvania by the Governor. 

On motion of Mr. Cockrell of Mis- 
sourt the credentials of Mr. Quay were 
referred to the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections. 

Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire in- 
troduced a resolution that “Mr. Quay 
be admitted as a Senator from Penn- 
sylvania.”’ 

This resolution also went to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions. Remonstrances and memorials 
against the seating of Mr. Quay were 
presented by Mr. Burrows of Michigan 
and Mr. Jones (Dem.) of Arkansas. 

The credentials of Mr. Hayward of 
Nebraska were presented, and the an- 
nouncement was made by Mr. Thur- 
ston of Nebraska that owing to filness 
Mr. Hayward was unable to be pres-

ANTI-ROBERTS PETITION 
Early in the day a monster petition, 
said to consist of seven million names, 
protesting against the seating of Mr.

It consisted of twenty 
eight rolls of names, each about two 
feet in diameter, encased in the Ameri- 
can flag. These rolls were stacked up 
in front of the clerk’s desk and were 
viewed with great curiosity. Later 
Maj.

| ELECTION OF A SPEAKER. 

“The next thing in order,” an- 
nounced the clerk, ‘“‘is the election of 
a Speaker.”’

LONDON, Dec. 5.—{Exclusive Dige 
patch.] There was hardly «a single 
gleam of light from Darkest Africa 
at midnight. Buller’s plan of cam- 
paign on the Tugela ts a_ closely- 
guarded military secret, which baf- 
fles the ingenuity of the keenest mfli- 
tary writers in today’s journals, but 
they are all hoping that the spirit of 
strategy is brooding over the darke- 
ness. 

The latest rumors from. Ladysmith 
indicate that the bombardment was 
renewed with more vigor, and there is 
an idle tale from Durban that papers 
captured from the enemy prove that 
Kruger had—expected. to the 
coast dictating peace by this time. 

From Modder River 4 series of mel- 
antho'y bubetine have been recetved 
ait the War Office, recording deaths 
among the wounded soldiers. ..The 
valorous Count Gleichen is recovering, 
As two casualties are reported from. 
Modder River as occurring four days 
after the big battle, it is safe to con- 
clude that Methuen was still there 
Saturday, and that there had been 
fresh outpost affairs. 

From Cape Town the arrival of a 
portion of the howitzer battery, which 
would have been so useful to Methuen, 
is announced. The breaking up of the | 
transport Insmore fs also reported, 
with the loss of over two hundred 
horses, but most of the guns have 
been saved. 

MILITARY COMMENT. 

Military comment upon the battle 
of Modder River, of which several de- 
tailed accounts have been published, 
runs in the single direction that the 
strategy of the general was not equal 
to the valor of the British soldiers, 
They were called upon toattacka semi- 
circular position, which was strongly 
fortified, and defended by a superfor 
force, when their own advance was 
enfiladed on both sides. It was mag- 
nificent, say the critics, but not war, 
and Methuen’s tactics ought not to 
be imitated on the Tugela. 

One competent authority lays stress 
upon the fact that In eight out of 
nine severe battles fought during the 
campaign the British have attacked 
strong positions directly in front, and 
in seven of them have used the bayo- 
net. French is the only general who 
has turned the enemy’s position, and 
this was done toward the close of the 
engagement at Elands Laagte. Me- 
thuen has flung infantry battalions 
against strong positions in three bat- 
tles without waiting to maneuver opr 
attempt any turning movement: Brit- 
ish valor has saved the situation ey- 
ery time, even when ft was required 
to work a miracle at Modder River, 
These tactics may be popular with 
the masses, but the military men do 
not hesitate to say that British in- 
fantry ought to be protected by strat. 
egy, aS well as artillery. 

BOERS RETIRED. 

The clearest account of the battle fs 
furnished by the Times correspondent. 
He describes it as.opening with a. 
feint on the extreme British right, ana / 
as closing at dusk after a portion of 
the Ninth Brigade had crossed the 
river by a mill dam on the extreme 
left, white Boer positions were 
heavily shelled by British artillery dure 
ing ten hours.

AT NIGHT IN GOOD ORDER. 


BATTLE OF MODDER RIVER WAS 
NOT DECISIVE. 


British Failed to Drive Boers from 
Their Entrenchments but the Latter 
Fell Back Under Cover of Dark- 
ness—Gen. Cronje’s Force Still. In- 


tact—Shelling of Ladysmith. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 
LONDON, Dec. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The later details’received from 
Modder River, show that even 
desperate courage the attacking force 
displayed all day long November 3 
failed to drive the Boers from their 
strong entrenchments, and night fell 
on an undecided battle. But appar- 
ently during the course of the night, 
Gen. Cronje, commanding the Boers, 
who are said to have numbered 11,000 
men. decided that the struggle was 
hopeless, for the British found the 
town and surrounding positions evac- 
uated when daylight broke the next 
day, and the whole’ British army 
crossed the river and encamped on the 
Boer position.

BATTLE BEGAN AT DAYBREAK. |: 


THE FIGHTING WAS FURIOUS FOR 
‘FOURTEEN HOURS. 


Boers Were Well Supplied With 
Artillery and Fought Desperately 
to Maintain Their Positiori—Dutch 
Sharpshooters’ Fire Was Deadly 
and British Fell by Scores. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 
LONDON, Dec. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily Chronicle ~ publishes 
the following dispatch dated Wednes- 
day, November 29, morning, from its 


correspondent at Modder River Camp: } 


“The severest engagement our col- 
umn has yet had and probably the se- 
verest of the whole campaign, was 
fought yesterday on the banks of the 
Modder River. 
fiercely for nearly fourteen hours. 

“The enemy: occupied a strongly in- 
trenched position, their front extending 
five miles along the bank of the 
stream. They were well supplied with 
artillery, and fought desperately. Our 
force consisted of the Second Battalion 
of the Coldstream Guards, the First 


Battalion of the Scots Guards, the 
Third @Qattalion of the Grenadier 
Guards, the First Battalion of the 


Northumberland Fusileers, the Second 
Battalion of the Yorkshire Light In- 
fantry (the King’s Own,) a part of the 
First Battalion of the Royal North 
Lancashire Regiment, the Ninth Lan- 
cers, the mounted infantry, three bat- 
teries of field artillery and the first 
Battalion of the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders (Princess Louise's.) The 
latter reinforced us from Gen. Wau- 
chope’s brigade, and arrived just ‘in 
time for the fight. 

“The battle started at daybreak, our 
guns shelling the Boer’s left. The en- 
emy replied with artillery, Hotchkiss 
and Maxims, and the artillery duel 
lasted some hours. Then there was a 
brief lull in the enemy’s operations, of 
which the general immediately took 
advantage. 

“Infantry advanced across the plain 
toward the river in two brigades, The 
guards on the right were met by an 
awful hail of bullets from the enemy’s 
sharpshooters, posted close to the river 
on the opposite side of the river. Ours 
had no cover whatever, and were sim- 
ply mowed down. It seemed impossible 
to live through the terrible fire, but 
the brave fellows did not retreat an 
inch. The Boer fire was horribly ac- 
curate, and they. must have numbered 
at least 10,000. 

“The Scots Guards advanced 600 
yards before they were fired on. Then 
escape the 
deadly fusillade, which lasted without 
intermission throughout the day. 

“The Highlanders made several at- 
tempts to force a passage of-the river, 
but they were exposed to such a mur- 
derous enfilading fire that they had to 
retire after they. had suffered terribly. 
Subsequently a party of Guards got 
over and held their own for hours 
against a vastly superior force. 

“The geenral opinion of the staff is 
that there had never been such a sus- 
tained fire in the annals of. the British 
army as that tvhich our troops had to 
face yesterday. Our men fell in dozens 
while trying to rush the bridge. 
Among the many heroic deeds, one of 
the most conspicuous that of 
Lieut.-Col. Codrington, of the Cold- 
stream, Guards, Capt. Sellpein of the 
Queensiand contingent and a dozen 
members of the Coldstream Guards, 
who jumped into the river and swam 
nearly tothe other side In the face. or 
a steady fire, but were forced to retire, 
and, joining hands, swam back, two of 
their number being nearly drowned 
in the retreat. 

“The British guns kept up a heavy 
fire all day, and f 
wrought on the Boer positions, the 
enemy being forced to fly from their 
intrenchments. Night put an end to 
the terrible bloodshed. The infantry 
brigade was dreadfully cut up. 

“The Boers retreated at night, tak- 
ing their guns with them, and we are 
now occupying their positions. The 
enemy’s loss was tremendous,”

“The Waterloo of the campaign has 
been fought and won. The battle was 
conducted with unprecedented stub- 
bornness on both sides. There was 
one continuous roar, like the explo- 
sion of countless firecrackers. There 
was no flinching on either side, and 
not a moment’s pause. 

“For five hours the British batter- 
fes poured tons of shrapnel and shells 
into the Boer position. Lord Methuen 
had twenty-two guns and each fired 


on an average of 200 rounds. The 
Boers had an almost equal number 
of guns, which, it is reported, were 


4 mostly served by French and German 


artillerists. 

“Tt is believed that the Boers had 
occupied the position seven weeks. be- 
fore, and had spent the interval in 
fortifying and rendering it as they 
considered impregnable. They did not 
seem to fear to spend their ammuni- 
tion, and their guns were well and 
emartly handled. 

“Owing to the bend in the river on 
the right, the Boers had an opportu- 
nity of cross-firing on the British at- 
tack. A Boer Hotchkiss was directed 
with marvelous accuracy against a 
British Maxim, killing the sergeant in 
charge, wounding an officer and dis- 
abling the gun. This occurred quite 
at the. beginning of. the engagement. 
Whenever the Boer fire was silenced 
in one direction, it would immediately 
be reopened in another. 

“Owing to the terrific fire nobody 
on the plain was out of range, 
Stretcher-bearers found it impossible 
to go forward in the few cases they 
were called upon to attend, and the 
wounded were compelled, if possible, 
to craw! out of the lines, 

‘No quarter seems to have been given 
on, either side. The British assert 
that, amid the bullets, the ambulance 
wagons displayed their flags promiscu- 
ously to an advantage. These were 
repeatedly driven back and compelled 
to take refuge out of sight. 

‘It is alleged that the Boers used 
Dumdums and made special targets of 
the horses on-the plain in the hope of 
the riders. While the Argyll 
Highlanders were pushing across the 
river, they were fired upon from. a 
house, and several feel. Thereupon 
the Highlanders’ stormed the house, 
and, although the Boers hoisted a

white flag, no attention was paid to it, 
and all the Boers were shot. 

“itis reported that Gen. Cronje, 
with his contingent, retreated toward 
Langeberg at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Others followed in the direction of 
Jacobsdahl, and the main body of 
Boers retired, with the guns about 8 
o’clock in the evening. On the follow- 
ing morning, at daybreak, the British 
fired a few shells into the village. Get- 
ting no response, a patrol of cavalry 
and’ found the 
enémy’s camp deserted. Dead Boers 
and many who were dying were to be 
seen everywhere in the intrenchments, 
as well as numerous new graves. Sev- 
eral buildings were in smoking ruins. 

“Some of the Boer prisoners say that 
Gen. Cronje was in supreme com- 
mand. He had to whip his men to pre- 
vent them from deserting, and despite 
this, many threw down their rifles and 
fled.”’ 


KENTUCKY ELECTION 
CANVASS ON AT FRANKFORT. 


VOTES OF FIFTY-ONE COUNTIES 
ARE GONE OVER. 


Clash Between Secretary of State. 
Finley and the Commissioners Over 
Possession of the Returns—Large 
Crowds Come to the Capital City, 
but the People Were Peaceful. 


P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Dec. 4.—Fifty- 
were canvassed by the 
State Board of Election Commissioners 
today out of a total of 119 in the State. 
Of these fifty-one counties five were 
passed over to be considered immedi- 
ately upon conclusion of the work of 
the canvassing board. The counties 
canvassed give Goebel a total vote of 
74,164 and Taylor 68,958. 

The counties passed over ar 
tian, Fleming, Green, Harlan and Har- 
rison. The board was at 11:30 o’clock 
in the office of Secretary of State Fin- 
ley, all three members, Chief Justice 
Prior of the State Supreme Court, W. 
T. Ellis and C. B. Poyntz being present. 
There was a clash between the com- 
missioners and Secretary of State Fin- 
ley, who, by virtue of his office, acted 


as custodian of the certificates received. 


from the county boards of election. 

“We are ready for the returns, Mr. 
Finley,” said Judge Prior. 

‘‘Adair county,” replied the Secretary, 
handing out an envelope. 

“Why don’t you give us the returns 
from the entire State?” inquired Bllis. 

“T am custodian of these returns,” re- 

lied Finley, ‘‘and as such I propose to 

eep them in my own hands. I do not 
mean that the board for an instant 
would misuse them, but as they are in 
my charge, and ] am responsible for 
them, I cannot give them up, except as 
they are required by the board.” 

“They are the property of the board, 
Mr. Finley,” replied Ellis, ‘‘and the 
board has all the right in the world to 
have them one by one or all at once, as 
it may elect. I am willing that you 
should be joint custodiah of the ballots 
while they are in the possession of the 
board, but I consider that even a con- 
cession upon the part of the board.” 

“I must-decline to hand them over,” 
was Finley’s reply, ‘‘and request leave 
to consult with my legal advisers.” 

Ellis waved his hand in assent, and 
after a short talk with Augustus Wil- 
son of Louisville, the attorney acting 
for the Republican party, Finley turned 


around, remarking: “I will waive the. 


point, Mr. Ellis; here are the returns,” 
and he handed them out. 

This was practically the only argu- 
ment that occurred during the day, and 
it was carried on without bitterness or 
age sce on either side. One by one 
the canvass went on steadily. 

During the day fifty-one counties, in- 
cluding the five that were passed over, 
were canvassed. The board will meet 
again at 9:30 o'clock tomorrow morn- 


ng.

the returns of the remaining counties, 
and then it will resolve itself into © 
contesting board, adjourn to the large 
hall in which the Legislature meets, 
and for a short time the vocal fire- 
works will be in order.

RUN TO EARTH BY SLEUTHS. 


DETECTIVES TRACE THE FUGITIVE 
TO MONTREAL. 


Whilom Manager of the Franklin 
Syndicate Prepared to Make a Hard 
Fight Against Extradition and the 
Prisoner May not Soon Be Returned 
to the Scene of His Operations. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
CHICAGO, Dee. 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] William F. Miller, the whilom 
manager of the Franklin syndicate of 
Brooklyn, was captured today in Mon- 
treal. News of his arrest was conveyed 
to the main office of Mooney & Boland’s 


gram from General Manager William 
Sutherland. Early in the morning 
Sutherland wired his office that Miller 
had been located in Montreal, and that 
identification was complete. Later in 
the day another message announced 
that the prince of swindlers had been 
safely lodged behind the bars. No de- 
tails have been received concerning the 
chase and location of Miller, who left 
Brooklyn November 24, at the very mo- 
ment a policeman entered his office to 
arrest him upon a charge of swindling. 

It is estimated that in one year of its 
existence the syndicate received no less 
than $6,000,000 from depositors, and it 
was undoubtedly the most stupendous 
in its operations of any of the “get- 
rich-quick concerns” since Fleming & 
Merriam went to the wall in 1882, in 
Chicago. Soon after Miller’s escape the 
case was placed with the eastern office 
of the detective agency which now has 
him in custody, and all details for his 
capture were arranged in New York. 

Sutherland left here for New York 
one week ago last Friday, and the day 
after he arrived there were seven oper- 
atives placed on the case. They followed 
every clew that could be obtained re- 
garding the probable objective point 
of Miller’s flight, and finally succeeded 
in tracing him over the border into 
Canada. It was not at first known 
where he had headed for on‘his arrival 
in the Dominion, but detectives were 
sent there and every means of trac- 
ing him used. 

‘Less than a week ago Sutherland re- 
ceived word to the effect that posi- 
tive evidence had been received that 
Miller had gone to Montreal and that 
he was probably still in that city. 
Sutherland went at once to Montreal 
and, concentrating his force there, be- 
gan, with the assistance of the Mon- 
treal police department, a systematic 
search of the city. The arrest was 
made by Sutherland. 

It will probably be several weeks be- 
fore Miller is taken back to the scene 
of his swindling operations, as word 
has been received that he will not go 
to New York without a determined 
fight against extradition. It ts pre- 
sumed that when he left Brooklyn he 
had with him in a little satchel he car- 
ried between $8000 and $10,000 and is 
therefore well supplied with funds to 
carry on a defense in the courts.

This failure to verify the 
truth of the local agency’s information 
was, according to the agency manager,

PIPE COMBINE 


AN IMPORTANT SUPREME COURT 
OPINION ON TRUSTS. 


Highest Judicial Body in the Land 
Rules That Interstate Combinations, 
Dividing Territory Among Them- 
selves, in Order to Arrange Prices 
are -Violators of the Constitution. 


[BY DIRECT. WIRE TO THE TIMES,}]. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A decision which the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
handed down today in the Addystone 
Iron Pipe Company case is regarded 
here as being :the entering wedge in 
judicial action against trusts. Atten- 
tion should be called to the fact that 
this was a unanimous decision, by the 
full court, there being no dissenting 
voices. It-was an anti-trust case, 
brought by the Attorney-General to 
test a law bearing upon this particular 
kind of trust, which is more flagrant 
than the ordinary great combinations 
of capital usually called trusts. 

This trust was not a combination 
of capital, but a conspiracy among 
manufacturers of iron pipe to regulate 
the price of that material, and assign 
territory for its sale. So it came about 
that users of fron pipe were forced to 
buy from certain manufacturers at a 
certain price, and if they did not like 
that they had to get along without the 
pipe. The court held this to be in vio- 
lation of the law. 

ADVERSE TO COMBINATIONS. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT.] | 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—In the 
United States Supreme Court today the 
Addystone pipe case was decided. This 
case involved the constitutionality of 
the combination of pipe manufacturers 
which it was charged was a trust. 
The decision was handed down by 
Justice Peckham, and was adverse to 
the combination. It was, therefore, in 
opposition to the trust. The opinion

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
[A. PB. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—In review- 
ing the case Justice Peckham said that 
it had been brought under the anti-. 
trust act of 1890, and that an injunc- 
tion was asked to enjoin the corpora- 
tions engaged in the manufacture of 
water and gas pipe, which composed 
the combination from continuing busi- 
ness under the agreement by which 
they had divided the territory of the 
United States among themselves, and 
by which they had arranged to fix 
prices. 

The charge was that such a combi-- 
nation was‘a violation of the clause 
of the ConStitution regulating inter- 


which the case was first heard refused 
to take this view of it, but it was re- 
versed by the Court of Appeals of the 
Sixth Circuit, which held the combina- 
tion to be antagonistic to the Consti- 
tution, ordering the issuance of the 
injunction prayed for. This latter de- 
cision was affirmed by the action to- 
day of the Supreme Court with a mod- 
ification that the decision should be 
construed as applying to interstate 
business only. 

The decision draws a clear distinc- 
tion between combinations affecting 
interstate commerce and those apply- 
ing to one State only. The opinion at- 
tracted very great attention because it 
is the first opinion on the subject of 
trusts which has been handed down 
since the subject of trusts has come 
into great prominence.

WITH CHAMBERLAIN. 


Ambassador Merely Reiterated .Ex- 
pressions of Friendship Often Made 
Before—Appointment of Secretary 
Hay’s Son as Consul to Pretoria 
Welcomed as Evidence of Friendship. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

LONDON, Dee. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Associated Press is in a po- 
sition to say that Joseph H*@hoate. 
the United States Ambassador, was not 
only unaware of the tenor of the speech 
delivered by Joseph Chamberlain at 
Leicester, November 30, when he him- 
self was speaking at the American 
Thanksgiving banquet in London, but 
was also ignorant of the fact that the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies was 
making any speech the same day. 

‘Mr. Choate repudiated emphatically 
any intention to confirm the Colonial 
Secretary’s remarks, maintaining that 
he only reiterated on .behalf of the 
United States expressions of friendship 
made before, and he does not believe 
there is any necessity for withdrawing 
anything he said. 

While refusing to express an opinion 
on Mr. Chamberlain’s speech, Mr. 
Choate drew attention to his own 
speech, which included the statement 
that he believed the watchword of the 
United States was still ‘““‘No entangling 
alliances.’’ 

The afternoon papers welcome the 
appointment of Adelbert F. Hay as 
United States Consul at Pretoria. The 
St. James Gazette says: 

“It is by numerous small indications 
other than by striking outbursts that 
the real depth of international senti- 
ment can be gauged as between the 
two great countries who prefer making 
their sympathy plain to one another, 
rather than parading it before. the 
world. The appointment of Mr. Hay is 
one of those small but significant im- 
portant signs by which the impartial . 
observer can test the sincerity of good 
feeling between ourselves and. the 
United States.” 

The Westminster Gazette said: “If 
Mr. Chamberlain is speaking today he 
will undoubtedly turn to Mr. Hay’s 
appointment as convincing proof that 
an alliance exists. We do not make 
such a sweeping deduction. It suffices 
to say it is pleasant to think that our 
interests are represented by one whose 
representations can hardly fail to be 
received with consideration by the 
Transvaal.”

“Tt is my duty, as it will he my atm 
and pleasure, to impartially administer 
the laws adopted for our government, 
but no. Speaker can be successful un- 
less he has the* codperation of the 
the House, The generous 
partiality and kindness that have been 
shown to me by the entire member- 
ship here encourace me to belfeve that 
Fuch imperfections as I may have will 
be modified by the considerate and 
Supporting disposition of those consti- 
tuting this great body.

OF VALUE TO BE A FIXTURE. 


TEXT OF REPUBLICAN SENATORS’ 
) CURRENCY BILL, 


Measure to Affirm the Existing’ 
Standard and Maintain the Parity - 
in Value of All Forms of Money, 
to Refund the Public Debt and for 
Other Purposes. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
TASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The text 
of the Currency Bill prepared by the 
tepublican members of the Senate 
Finance Committee is as follows: 

A bill to affirm the existing standard 
of value; to maintain the parity in 
value of all forms of money, to refund 
the public debt, and for other pur- 
poses, 

THE STANDARD. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House ef Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress _ as- 
sembled: 

That the dollar, consisting of twenty- 
five and eight-tenths grains of gold, 
nine-tenths fine, shall, as established 
by section 8511 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, continue to be 
the standard unit of value, and all 
forms of money issued or coined by 
the United States shall be maintained 
at a parity of value with this stand- 
ard, and United States notes and 
treasury notes issued under the act of 
July 14, 1890, when presented to the 
treasury for redemption shall be re- 
deemed in gold coin of such standard. 


RESERVE FUND. 


That it shall be the duty of the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury, in order to 
secure the prompt and certain redemp- 
tion of United States notes and treas- 
ury notes, as is hereinbefore provided 
for,.to set apart in the treasury a 
reserve fund of $150,000,000 in gold 
coin, Which fund shall be used for such 
‘redemption purposes only, and when- 
ever and as often as any of said notes 
shall be redeemed from said fund, it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to use. said notes so re- 
deemed to restore and maintain such 
reserve fund in the manner follow- 
ing, to-wit} 

First—By exchanging the notes so 
redeemed for any gold coin in the gen- 
eral fund of the treasury; second, by 
accepting deposits of gold coin at the 
treasury, or at ary sub-treasury, in 
exchange for the United States notes 
so redeemed; third, by procuring gold 
coin by the use of said notes, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 
8700 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States. 

If the Secretary of the Treasury is 
unable to restore and maintain «the 
sold reserve fund by the foregoing 
methods, and the amount of such gold 
coin in said fund shall fall below $100,- 


000.000, then it shall be his duty to re-- 


store and maintain the same by bor- 
rowing money on the credit of the

istered bonds of the United States in

The 
notes redeemed as herein provided shall 
only be used for the purpose of restor- 
ing said fund to the maximum amount 


of $150.000,000, and the amount of 
gold coin and notes in such reserve 
fund shall at no time exceed such 


maximum amount. 
REDEMPTION OF TREASURY 
NOTES. 

That it shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury as fast as 
sterling silver dollars are coined under 
the provisions of the acts of July 14, 
1890, and June 30, 1898, from bullion 
purehased under the act of July I, 
1890, to retire and cancel an equal 
amount of treasury notes whenever 


received into the treasury, either by 


exchange, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, or in the ordinary 
course of business, and upon the can- 
cellation of treasury notes silver ‘cer- 
tificates shall be issued against the 
silver dollars so coined. 


GOLD CERTIFICATES. 


That the Secretary of the Treasury !s 
hereby authorized and directed to re- 
ceive deposits of gold coin with the 
treasurer or any assistant treasurer of

And provided further, that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may, in his discre- 
tion. issue such certificates in denomi- 
nations of $10,000, payable to order, 
And section 593 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States is hereby re- 
pealed. ° 

DENOMINATIONS OF NOTES, 

That from and after the passage of 
this act no’ United States notes or 
treasury notes ‘shall be issued 
issued of denominations of less than 
$10, and all such outstanding notes of a 
lower denomination shall. whenever 
received at the treasury or redeemed, 
be cancelled, and notes of denominar 
tions of $10 or upward shall be substi- 
tuted therefor. No silver certificates 
shall be hereafter issued of a higher 
denomination than $10, and all such 
outstanding certificates of a higher de- 
nomination shall, whenever received at 
the treasury. or redeemed, be can- 
celed, and notes of denominations of $10 
or less shall be substituted therefor, 

REFUNDING. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby authorized to receive at the

course of the proceedings of the Senate 
today Mr. Carter of Montana presented 
a memorial from some of the members 
of the Montana Legislature against the 
validity of the “pretended election of 
William A. Clark to the Senate.”’ 

The memorial recited that Mr. Clark 
‘did secure and procure votes in this 
Legislative assembly by the payment 
therefor, and by the promise of pay- 
ment therefor, of large sums of money. 

“Further, your memorialists and 
and protestants do aver that the said 
William A. Clark, by himself and his 
agents, did bribe sundry: members of 
said Legislative assembly to vote for 
him for said office,” the memorialists 
alleging that he was not the untram- 
meled, choice of the Legislature of Mon- 
tana. The assertion is made that by 
corruption and bribery Mr. Clark was 
enabled to secure enough votes to com- 
pass his election as Senator. 

It is recited that the sum of $30,000, 
paid to members of the Legislature by 
Mr. Clark or his agents for votes, was 
produced in open séssion of the Legis= 
lature and deposited in the treasury of 
Montana, where it still remains un- 
claimed by Mr. Clark. The sum of 
$35,000, it is alleged, was to be paid for 
the votes of four members of the Legis- 


lature. It is alleged that the $30,000 is 


but a. small fraction of the amount ex- 
pended by Mr. Clark to compass his 
election. The memorialists offer to 
show to the Senate ample evidence to 
establish the charges they made. 

The charges are signed by Henry S&S. 
Stiff, Speaker of the House, and 
twenty-seven other members of the 
Montana Legislature. Appended to 
and made a part of the memorial is a 
report of the investigation made of the 
election of Senator Clark by the Legis- 
lature of Montana. 

Mr. Carter, also presented a petition 
signed by Robert B. Smith, Governor of 
Montana; T. E. Collins, State Treas- 
urer; Henry 8.

MAYOR’S CLERK TROWBRIDGE 
SAYS HE WAS ASSAULTED. 

George M.. Trowbridge, clerk to 
Mayor Eaton, while on his way to his 
lodgings at No. 426 North Broadway 
about 1 o’clock this morning, fell from 
the sidewalk \on Buena Vista street 
into a vacant lot on the east side of 
the street, and received several se- 
vere bruises.

The inhabitanes of Santa Cruz and 
of other tcwns_ through which the 
Americans passed, say that Aguinaldo 
and his entire refugee army have gone 
into the mountains eastward since the 
Oregon. Samar and Callao attacked 
Vigan Island and landed a force there. 

In several towns Gen. Young was 
shown letters written by Lieut. Gil- 
‘more, showing that he has. been kindly 
treatel by the citizens, and had been 
entertained by them when he passed 
through last May. 

Reports indicate that all the Ameri- 
can prisoners, some twenty-five or 
thirty, were at one time in Bengul 
province, but it is supposed now that 
they have been removed to Lepanto 
province. 

Gen. Young’s desire is to pursue the 

rebels into the mountains. There is no

command and any of the other Ameri- 
can columns, except indirectly, per- 
haps, by sighting and signaling United 
States gunboats bound to or from Ma- 
nila.

Whenever you 
buy anything in Portugal, a certain 
ungainly copped coin is sure to be re 
turned in change; and not knowing 
what to do with it, you say, “keep the 
change,” with the air of a John Jawc 
Astor. The truth is, it is worth less 
than half a cent, and being too large 
to put-into-the pocket, is only fit for 
@ paperweight, or to drive nails with. 

The paper-money is lighter, of 
course, but equally -absurd in values; 
and there is more danger in handling 
it, in this plague-smitten city. The

“Since I have been in San Juan, a 
part of Castro’s following, has deserted 
him, and under José Hernandez, alias 
‘La Moca,’ a revolution within a revo- 
lution has been started. I have fore- 
seen.this state of affairs, and it will 
be years before the country will be- 
come settled. Venezuela is now on 
the verge of anarchy. Uprisings will 
occur. here and there every few 
months.” 


SHIPPING BILL. 


NEW PROVISION THIS YEAR.

On in- 
quiring the price of living at a hotel, 
you are at first astounded to learn 
that it is several hundred thousand 
reis per diem; and are _ positively 
frightened when the laundry bill is 
presented in six figures—until you 
come to reckon it over in Uncle Sam- 
uel’s money and realize that the charge 
is very moderate, after all. 

ae Brazil, the entire absence of the 
female hat, and anything that remotely 
resembles @ flower-decker or feather- 
trimmed bonnet. Neither are there 
any tailor-made women or bachelor 
girls, or old-maid men, or bicycles, or 
automobiles, or other fin-de-siecle in- 
ventions in this happy kingdom. While 
the peasants array themselves in the 
dull blues and reds and purples and 
yellows of near-by Africa, displayed in 
fantastic combination, black appears 
to be the favorite color of the upper 
classes, at least for street wear. Ac- 
cording to the universal Latin fashion, 
whether met in Europe, America, or 
the isles of the sea, the gowns of the 
ladies tip up in front to the shoe tops 
and sweep the dirty streets in the rear, 
while their wearers saunter gracefully 
along the promenade; but the black 
lace mantilla—last remnant of the 
Moorish veil of their ancestors—en- 
hances dark-eyed beauty as no modern 
headgear could do. I am told that not 
always was there such a dearth of 
bonnets in Oporto; it came about with. 
King Amadeo’s reign in Spain, whose 
extreme unpopularity banished every- 
thing even remotely French from the 
whole Iberian Peninsula. 

Oporto is said to be the cleanest city 
in Portugal—and if that is true, heaven 
save the dirtiest! The people as a rule 
seem to Have no idea of that virtue 
which is said to be akin to godliness, 
and unnamable abominations to sight 
and smell everywhere abound. But it 
is a city of marked contradictions, of 
lights and shadows, riches and pov- 
erty, sharply contrasted. The streets 
rise in terraces, directly from and par- 
allel with the quay, in some places ap- 
pearing to overhang one another; 
crossed at right angles by other streets, 
climbing the hills so steeply that few 
can be traversed by wheeled vehicles. 
Two or three streets near the water's 
edge and those on the summit are wide, 
well built up and comparatively clean, 
but the heart of the old city Is com- 
posed of dark and crooked alleys, filthy 
beyond compare, some of the houses 
built on acclivities so nearly perpen- 
dicular that they are reached by steps 
cut into the rock. Buildings or six or 
more stories, rising close above each 
other. shut out the sky, and, being set 
back to back, allow no ventilation. In 
this pestiferous labyrinth the poorest 
classes are packed as closely as the 
sardines that form their staple diet. 
As for sanitation, as we know it, there 
is absolutely none in this . noisome 
quarter. All waste matter, vegetable, 
animal and human, is carried off—if 
at all—only when heavy rains fall. 
from the cesspoll in the courtyard of 
each house, down the sloping streets in 
open gutters. No water is ever laid on, 
and the people have to carry the little 
they use for household purposes from 
the public fountains. No wonder that

A 
sea fog comes up the Douro every night 
at the turn of the tide, and at its best 
the climate is damp and chilly... The 
plague made its first appearance early 
in June, in Fonte Taurine street, down 
near the river. The first victim was 
a Spanish porter, named Gregorio 
Blanco. He was fifty years old, unmar- 
ried and very poor. He had long been 
in feeble health, and his neighbors 
were so used to see him come tottering 
home, faint and melancholy, after his 
day’s work; that they paid no attention 
when he returned one night sicker than 
usual. Next morning he was dead; and 
at his funeral, which, according to 
Portuguese custom, occurred the same 
day, one of the coffin bearers was seized 
with a fit of shivering, which presently 
ran into a raging fever, and in a few 
hours he followed his friend, Gregorio. 
Thus, within thirty-six hours, nineteen 
others, who had all slept in one crowded 
tenement, went by the same swift route 
to the Campo Santo. Bv this time peo- 
ple began to be alarmed. Dr.. Ricardo 
Jorge (an English physician in Oporto,) 
whose name is properly Richard George.) 
made bacteriological analysis, and dis- 
covered bacillus of Kitusato-yersin in 
the pus of suppuration. The Junta 
Consultiva de Saude of Lisbon—a 
unique institution of Portugal, whose 
business is to look after the ‘public 
health—sat in’solemn conclave, discuss- 
ing quarantine regulations with a view 
to keeping the plague out of the cap- 
ital, but nobody thought of fighting it 
in Oporto, with sulphur fumes and car- 
bolic acid. When it was given out 
that quarantine was to be established, 
upward of twenty thousand people fled 
from Oporto, fearing not so much the 
plague as the scarcity of food sure to 
follow; and some of the refugees car- 
ried the deadly bacillus along with 
them to other parts of the peninsula. 
Factories and commercial establish- 
ments were closed, and for three awful 
months the only activity in the city 
was among grave diggers and dead- 
cart drivers. With the approach of 
cold weather the plague seems to have 
spent itself in Oporto, except in the 
poorest quarter, known as La Se, 
where every house is a cesspool, and 
the dark and noisome alleys, reeking 
with the contamination of centuries, 
are veritable breeding places of dis- 
ease. Strict quarantine is maintained 
over this section, in consequence of 
which as many people are now dying 
of starvation as from any other cause. 
It is said that rats and fleas carry the 
plague about, and that if any small 
animal is pricked with a needle dipped 
in the blood of a plague patient, it is 
immediately seized with the deadly 
chill, and dies in convulsions. I need 
not add that. your correspondent will 
give La Se a wide berth, and that her 
hospital investigations in Portugal will 
be confined to the outside, from a re- 
spectful distance. Although a great 
deal of bluster is made about quaran- 
tine, it is a well-known fact that a 
few dollars, judiciously expended, will 
enable the foreigner in apparent health 
‘to break through its regulations any- 
where in Europe. ; 

In spite of its cankered héart, where 
death lurks like the worm in the bud, 
Oporto is a beautiful city, its newer 
portion—to which the traveler should 
confine his explorations—being built 
nearer to the principles of modern sci- 
ence and, thanks to the English resi- 
dents, kept comparatively clean. Pub- 
lic squares are as numerous as in our 
national capital, a score of them being 
adorned with statues and fountains 
The finest of these is the Praja de Sao 
Ovidio, high up on the hillside, sur- 


rounded by handsome residences. It is 


shaded by magnificent oaks and faced 
by a terrace, which affords wide sea- 
ward views. Next in popularity as a 
promenade is the great Botanical Gar- 
den, which, however, cannot com- 
pare in beauty with its namesake in 
Rio de Janeiro—the world-famed Jar- 
din Botanico, with its avenue of royal 
palms. In the better portion of Oporto 
most of the houses have gardens at- 
tached, in which olives, figs, grapes and 
pomegranates are growing, amid care- 
fully-tended flower beds. But there is 
no waterworks system, except the pub- 
lic fountains, to which, the servanis go 
for all the household supplies. Happily, 
there are hundreds of fountains, and 
each is a work of art, its stone basin 
and facade carved in arabesque designs. 

The principal business \thoroughfare 
is named Rue Nova das Ingleses (New 
Street of the English,) on account of 
the many British mercantile firms es- 
tablished in it. The greater part of the 
foreign trade of Oporto is conducted 
by Englishmen, whose warehouses line 
both banks of the Douro. ' 

The Rue Nova da Sao Joao (New 
Street of St. John,) being nearly on a 
level, running, parallel with the shore 
is the fashionable afternoon: driveway. 
Tt is lined with handsome houses. al’ 
faced with gaily-painted and gilded 
balconies. Many of the front walls are 
covered with blue and yellow tiles, in- 
laid with quaint devices, precisely like 
those of the beautiful Praja da Bota- 
fogo, of Rio, the finest residence street 
of that branch city across the sea, __ 

The Rue das Flores (Street of the 
Flowers,) probab!y so-called because 
there are no flowers on it, is interesting 
on account of its display of the gold 
‘ork for which Oporto is famous. It 
appears not only in the windows of 
every shop, but on the persons of the 
hrawny and bawling fishwomen. This 
fantastically-garbed class of Portu 
guese citizens are everywhere greatly in 
“vidence. They may often go dinner- 
less and supperless to bed. but none

Discovery of Lyddite. 


{San José Mercury:] Lyddite, the 
high explosive with which the English 
are doing such fearful execution in 
South Africa,’ was discovered purely 
by accident. Lyddite is, in fact, noth- 
ing but picric acid in a solidified state. 
Picric acid was first made in 1771, and 
was for more than a century used as 
dye without its. explosive qualities be- 
It “has an  in- 
tensely bitter taste, and was used’ for 
that reason in the adulteration off 
‘beer. The fact of its long use without 
an accident illustrates what is today: 
one of the most valued properties of! 
the new explosive. If lyddite be 
heated gently, for instance, {it may be 
poured from one vessel to another with 
perfect safety. If heated over an in- 
tensely hot fire it’ chars with a slight 
fizzle. If pounded on an anvil there is 
no explosion. Lyddite may, therefore, 
be handled and transported without 
fear of accidents. -It is only when a 
“detonator” is exploded in contact with 
it that the explosive force of 
is liberated. A detonator is a sensitive 
body which explodes with great vio- 
lence, and in practice it is not placed 
in the lyddite shell until the gun is 
about to be fired. In making lyddite 
earbolic acid and sulphuric acid are 
mixed in equal proportions and the 
temperature raised to the boiling point, 
when nitric acid is allowed to flow into 
the mixture. The yellow ‘crystals 
which form at the bottom of the ves- 
sel after cooling are pure picric acid. 
When it is desired to make lIvddite 
shells’ the’ picric acid crystals are 
melted and the semi-fluid mass poured 
into the empty shell.

had ruined all industry and flooded the 
confused country with a worthless cur- 
rency. 

Of course the reckoning had to come. 
Such conditions bring out in any so- 
ciety a vast amount of human weak- 
ness and meanness and reckless selfish- 


ness. The account appeared 
merely in the general humilliat- 
ing “unwillingness to pay the 
really slight cost of our na- 


tional independence and in the shame- 
neglect of the suffering army, in 
army, mutiny and in plans for a mili- 
tary dictatorship, but also in Shayss 
rebellion against the-colection of debts 
and in the subsequent whisky rebellion 
and Fries’s rebellion to prevent slight 
Federal taxation.

Tempting inducements to 
change sides—a strong tribute to the 
boy’s power—were steadfastly refused, 
of course, while at the same time Ham- 
ilton showed his fine disdain of popular 
favor by gallantly opposing. mob vio- 
lence toward the Tories with all the 
hatred of anarchy that’ was to mark 
his later career. 

As war clouds thickened he set him- 
self to study military science, and 
when New York raised a company of 
artillery, in 1776, his proven fitness 
secured him the command. The excel- 
lent discipline of his company, rare 
enough in'the mob-like continental 
army at that stage, soon caught the 
eye of Washington. Hamilton had the 


perilous task of guarding the rear in} 


the masterly retreat from Long Island. 
He distinguished himself at White 
Plains, and after the terrible cam- 
paign closed by Trenton and Princeton 
he accepted an appointment upon 
Washington’s staff while still a year 
under age. Here his chief regular 


’ work was the management of the im- 


mense correspondence of the Com- 
mander in Chief. Hamilton’s gay, 
buoyant temper even in the gray win- 
ter at Valley Forge brought..pim the 
admiring friendship of his associates, 
and especially of the foreign officers, 
young and old, and his trenchant pen, 
sound sense and quick decision were 
highly valued by Washington.

Until this time, however brilliant his 
services, hé had been but a lieutenant; 
now he stands forth for his real life 
work, a statesman-apostle of energy 
and union. 

It is true that his aristocratic and 
monarchic tendencies, his distrust of 
the people, intensified now by his con- 


flict with popular prejudices, were 
wholly wrong for America, and his 
party which shared them was soon 


properly punished by annihilation. But 
his demand for strong government 
and for national unity was wholly 
right, and was as indispensable to our 
America as Jefferson's demoe¢racy was 
to be. He could have spared neither of 
these great antagonists, each of whom 


contributed fundamental principles to 


our national life. 
Hamilton's brief Congressional ex- 
perience was followed by his courage- 
ous struggle in New York against the 
cruel and foolish persecution of the old 
loyalists—in the course of which a club 
of opponents in a newspaper contro- 
versy complimented him by a proposed 
plan to kill him off by successively 


challenging him to duels—and then by. 


the opening of the contest for a con- 
stituent convention. 

The plan, so natural to us, was novel 
enough then. As early as 1780, ina 
private letter, Hamilton had suggested 
a national convention to form,a new 
Constitution—even before the articles 
of confederation had been ratified—and 


in 1783, at his suggestion, the New 
York Legislature recommended the 
plan -to. Congress. When Virginia 


finally secured the germ of a conven- 
tion‘ at Annapolis in 1786, Hamilton 
was a delegate from New York, one of 


the five States pepresented and he drew. 


the address of this meeting to Congress 
and to the States -whichdid-result in 
the great Philadelphia convention the 
next year. 

Intimately connected as Hamilton's 
is with the Constitution, he took 
le part in the convention. The vote 
of his colleague from his State was 
against any 
himself, on the other hand, desired a 
more aristocratic and consolidated 
plan than there was any chance cf 
getting adopted.’In his one great 
speech he advocated as his own idea! 
a President and Senate for life and 
the reduction of the States to provinces 
by making the Governors appointees 
of the central government and by plac- 
ing in them an absolute veto upon al!

Fitly 
now Washington called him to the head 
of the Treasury, which he easily made 
the leading position in the government, 
The story of his work here would bea 
history ‘of Washington's Presidency. 
The striking figure so justly applied 
to him—'‘He smote the rock of national 
resources and . abundant streams of 
revenue gushed forth’’—telis only a 
fraction of the’truth. The bewlldered 
Congress, with admirable prompti- 
tude, turned to the great Secretary for 
guldan: and received from him tn 
swift succession report after report, 
from which came the funding system, 
the revenue system, the sinking fund, 
national banking, the currency, the first 
stafernent of internal improvements, 
in] for the protective system, and a 
mass of other legislation in the suc- 
ling years.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. Henry 
Guy Carleton’s romantic, poetic, stren- 
uous and somewhat melodramatic 
drama, ‘“‘The Lion’s Mouth,”’ is more or 
less familiar to Los Angeles theater- 
goers, having been seen here several 
times in seasons past. It abounds in 
tense scenes, in moving sftuations, in 
passionate fire, in poetic fervor. It is 
set in an atmosphere of romance and 
of thrilling adventure which, though 
somewhat incongruous to these com- 
monplace modern days, appeals 
strongly to all who have imagination, 
ideality and appreciation of that which 
is not altogether of the earth, earthy. 

A goodly audience and a warmly 
responsive audience witnessed the 
presentation of this play at the Los 
Angeles Theater last evening by Fred- 
erick Warde and the excellent company 
with which he is surrounded. Mr. 
Warde is well known to our people as 
a conscientious artist of splendid capa- 
bilities.

qualms nor discussion among those 
who observe the working out of exam- 
ples in that world of morals which has 
no morals worth speaking 
therefore probably not germane for us 
to discuss here the ethics of Suder- 
mann’s moving play, whatever we may 
think about the trend of it or its deep 
probing into those affairs of life which 
are not generally spoken of except un- 
der the rose—at least that were not 
once so boldly and openly spoken of, 
but which now in our state of ad- 
vanced thinkir.g and in our fin de 
siecle worldliness, are of no more ap- 
parent moment than the purchase of a 


postage stamp or the ordering of a” 


cup of black coffee at a restaurant. 

Leaving the ethics of the question 
aside, then, we must agree that in 
“Magda” the playwright has shown 
wonderful skill in constructing, and a 
keen insight into human nature. The 
play has seemingly called for the use 
of the scalpel in order that the dra- 
matic surgeon may lay bare the work- 
ings of the human heart and the cruel 
tortures that sometimes—more often, 
perchance, than men and women pub- 
licly acknowledge—overtake the human 
soul. 

For “Magda” is a powerful play. The 
interest in itis as sustained as though 
we were witnessing, through open win- 
dows, the working out of a tragedy of 
the heart in a real home, rather than 
a mere simulation of such a tragedy. 

Into these scenes there comes a real 
Magda, in the person of Nance O'Neil, 
not a make-believe Magda. Imperious, 
forceful, magnetic, virile, magnificent 
in her womanhood and potential in 
her imperiousness, Miss O’Neil seems 
to be working out before us the tragedy 
of the player’s own life, and not merely 
following the lines and business of a 
play. Granted that this wonderfully- 
gifted young countrywoman of ours 
has not yet divested herself of all her 
crudities, the one. who cannot see that 
they are gradually falling away from 
her in the training of experience and 
in the development of her strong indi- 
viduality, must be blind, indeed. It is 


a delightful thing to one who rejoices. 


in genius and in the devélopment of In- | 


tellect to watch Nance O’Neil, as her 
growth as an artist goes on. She came 
to us first as but little more than a 
callow girl. She is today an actress 
who would compel attention in any in- 
tellectual mart. Her voice is losing 
that rasping quality, once so pro- 
nounced and so trying to the auditory 
nerves—there are traces of it yet in 
her moments of strong emotional ex- 
pression—but such gain has.been made 
in this regard that we may hope for 
future culture to entirely eradicate it. 
Miss O'Neil fails, too, in those subtle 
touches which made Modjeska’s early 
Magda)’ such a wonderful bit of por- 
traiture.

EXPORTERS’ MISTAKES. 


THINGS THAT THEY SHOULD 
COME TO UNDERSTAND. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TLMES.} 

‘ NEW YORK, Dec. 2, 1899.—A recent 
consular note states that the greatest 
obstacle in the introduction of Amer- 
ican-made goods in foreign countries 
is that our manufacturers always 
seem to try to sell their overproduc- 
tions, instead of manufacturing es- 
pecially for the market which they 
wish to reach. Another mistake the 
manufacturers make is to. think they 
know better how the customer wishes 
to have the goods packed than the 
customer himself. In some countries 
duties are levied on the gross weight 
of the package; in: others, the mer- 
chandise has to be carried long dis- 
tances over mountain ranges on the 
backs of mules. For such conditions 
as these it is obVious that goods like 
cottons must not be packed in heavy 
iron-bound boxes. It is the attention 
to such little details, together with 
the supply 
priced materials, which enables a 
business to be buflt up in a new mar- 
ket. The advice given to American 
export manufacturers is: “Send the 
best goods you have and see, with 
your own eyes, if necessary, that 
they are carefully packed, and prop-

THE HUMAN INTELLECT. 


WHY POWER OF THE BRAIN IS 
DETERIORATING. 

- [CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2, 1899.—Scholars 
are generally agreed in acknowledging 
that the ancient Greek brain repre- 
sented the high-water mark of the hu- 
man intellect, and that the tide is 
now steadily receding. Mr. Gladstone 
used to insist that the brains of the 
modern generations of Britons were 
greatly inferior in power to those of 
the Elizabethan period. Accepting this 
conclusion as inevitable, H. Elsdale 
inquires into the reasons for such de- 
terioration. He finds four such rea- 
sons. First is the tremendous increase 
of knowledge and the consequent in- 
creased demand upon the receptive 


faculties, which are developed 
at the expense of the creative 
faculties. The modern system tends 


to develop clever, ready and shallow 
wits at the sacrifice of real original 
talent and self-reliant brains. In 
proof of this point, Mr. Elsdale com- 


‘pares the accumulations of knowledge 


in mathematics through which the stu- 
dent must now wade before he can be- 
gin to do original work, with that of 
the days of the ancient Gréeks, when 
euclid represented the farthest limits 
of teaching, beyond which the student 
had to depend upon his own researches 
and refiections. The second. reason 
given by Mr.: Elsdale is “the mental 
impatience of the age.’’ Comparatively 
few solid books are sold, the popular 
demand being for newspapers, novels 
and various other forms of hop-skip- 
and-jump literature. For sermons— 
calling as they do for sustained atten- 
tion—there are found less and less 
listeners in proportion to the popula- 
tion every year. Anglo-Saxons are a 
race of workers rather than thinkers, 
and it is estimated that probably 99 
per cent. of them are incapable of re- 
sisting the temptation to mere brain 
dissipation, instead of cultivating the 


mental habit of solid and sustained ~ 


thought. Another cause for the de- 
crease in original power is the leveling 
and democratic spirit of the age. Per- 
sonal judgment and individual opinion 
are at a discount. Even artists and 
professional men are hampered by the 
distressing conditions of hurry, worry, 
competition and overpressure, which 
the democratic spirit has imposed, An- 
other cause of the ‘“‘scanty development 
of really first-rate and commanding in- 


tellect” in the United States—and the — 


cause holds good to a less extent in 
England—is_ the steadily-increasing 
mammon-worship of the age and the 


growing. love. of luxury. and. opulent...

WOOL SCOURING. 


THE GREAT SOFT WATER  IN- 
DUSTRY OF BELGIUM. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2, 1899.—A pe- 
culiarity of ihe woolen trade is that 
it has always made its home where 
there is an abundant supply of soft 
water. Centuries ago, the early man- 
ufacturers selected the fine English 
valleys of Yorkshire and Gloucester- 
shire for their operations, and those 
localities proved the most prosperous 
centers of the industry. The water of 
Flanders, which is -invalutble for wool 
washing, dveing, and finishing, is of 
exceptional softness. If the visitor to 
Antwerp has left his soap at home, 
he will have no difficulty in perform- 
ing his ablutions. The fact that some 
of the largest wool-washing establish- 
ments in the world exist there today, 
as a special business, washing wool 
for the spinneries of the distant in- 
land towns, and yet charging only 
nominal’ prices, is charging 
of the value of soft water. Although 
their fuel is dear, their machines 
mostly of English make, and _ their 
soda from Neweastle, they include in 
a rate of 2 cents per pound collections 
from the warehouses, wool sorting, 
washing, ‘burring, ‘packing, and re- 
delivery f.o.b. steamship or railway. 
The Belgians certainly have long hours 
and cheap labor, but it speaks highly 
for their skill that while the bulk of 
the wool treated is from ‘ Buenos 
Ayres and the River Plate, with from 
60 to 70 per cent. of waste in fat and 
sand, they turn it out perfectly clean 

and of an excellent color. 


To Keep Cut Flowers. 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] Here is 
a method by which flowers can be 
made to last and look well after they 


have been cut for six weeks, or even _ 


longer, placing them thus within the 
reach of even the poorest lover of 
flowers. 

Every night they should be taken out 
of the vases and the stalks should be 
thoroughly rinsed under a tap of run- 
ning water, any decomposed matter 
being carefully removed with the fin- 
gers. 

Have ready a basin of strong soap- 
suds and place them in it for the night. 
Be careful that the water touches only 
the stalks, as it would fade the dell- 
cate blossoms. This supplies them with 
with a certain amount of nourishment. 

Rinse the stalks the next morning in 
running water, and each bloom is 
ready to be placed in the vase of fresh 
water snip off the smallest possible 
portion of the stalk with a pair of 
sharp scissors; in arranging them be 
very careful to trim away any faded 
pieces. 

A few drops of sulphate of ammonia 
must then be put in each vase every 
alternate day and will contain all the 


properties of good manure for keeping 


the blossoms alive. 

At night put the blossoms away in a 
cool, dark place; it is not good, either 
for the flowers or the household, that 
they should remain in the living-room. 

To revive flowers, put them into 
warm salt water, to which has been 
added a few drops of sulphate of am- 
monia,. 

To keep a spray of arranged flowers 
fresh, place them on damp cotton un- 
der a.basin; this keeps the air always 
moist and preserves their freshness. It 
is especially good for maidenhair fern. 


Pockets in the Stockings. 


[New York Letter:] Stocking pockets 
are the latest fad, says a dry goods 
man. ‘They are made to hold a roll 
of bills, jewelry and valuables that 
can be stored away in a small space. 
The pockets are worked into the top 
of the hose, above the knee, and are 
made with a fastening so that there is 
no danger of their. contents falling out. 
There are so many: sneak thieves who 
steal from bedrooms while the family

to leave their money and jewelry when 
they are not in use, that some safe 
receptacle about the clothing of the 
owner is an absolute necessity.

are. not generally found in women’s 
dresses, and the stocking pocket has 
suggested itself to some _ inventive 
genius.

CLEAN STREETS. 
VETTER’S ORDINANCES PASSED. 

The ordinances proposed some time 
ago by Councilman Vetter for keep- 
ing the streets and sidewalks of the 
city free from dirt and rubbish, were 
passed yesterday by the Council. One 
of the ordinances’ prohibits p-rsons 
driving upon or along any of the pub 
lic streets, from permitting any filth, 
dirt, garbage or rubbish to drop upon 
the surface of the street under pen- 
alty of a fine not exceeding $59. 

The other ordinance provides that 
ail persons owaing property in the 
city of Los Angeles, shall be required 
to keep the sidewalk and space _ be- 
tween curb and property line § free 
from dirt and rubbish.

DEATHS DURING NOVEMBER. 
MONTHLY HEALTH STATISTICS. 
The monthly mortality report of the 


city health department for Novem- 
ber, which was issued yesterday, 
shows that during that month 127 
deaths occurred in this city, which 


is equivalent to an annual death rate 
of 14.79 in each 1000 of the city’s pop- 
ulation. The causes of death were as 
follows: Specific infectious diseases, 26; 
diseases of the digestive system, 9; dis- 
eases of the respiratory system, 28; 
diseases of the nervous system, 10; dis- 
eases of the circulatory system, blood 
and ductless glands, 11; diseases of 
the genito-urinary organ, 6; constitu- 
tional diseases, 7; intoxication, vio- 
lence and accidents, 9: 
diseases, 21. Seventy-eight of those who 
died were males and 49 females. 
Of the 127 deaths reported this 
month, 23 were natives of the city, and 
12 of the three Pacific Coast States out- 
side of Los Angeles city. leaving 92 from 
other parts. Of the 127 deaths 93 had 
lived here less than ten years. There 
were 18 deaths from pulmonary con- 
sumption, divided as follows: Natives 
of Los Angeles, 1; natives of the Pa- 
cific Coast outside of Los Angeles, 0; 
from other parts, 17; of the 18 deaths 
15 had lived here less than ten years. 
The cases of contagious diseases re- 
ported during the month numbered 67, 
of which 34 were diphtheria, 13 scarlet: 
fever, and 20 typhoid fever. 
There were 98 births during the 
month; 60 males and 38 females. 


HERRON’S RESIGNATION. 
FIRE COMMISSION ACCEPTS. 


=. Councilman Toll of the Fifth Ward 


has kept the resignation of Fire Com- 
missioner R. H. Herron in his posses- 
sion for several weeks, and it was not 
presented to the Council yesterday, al- 
though Mr. Herron asserted some time 
ago that it would certainly be pre- 
sented’ to the Council a week ago yes- 
terday. Late in the afternoon, after 
the Council had adjourned, the resigna- 
tion was filed with the City Clerk by 
Mr. Toll. The reason assigned for the 
delay was that it was hoped to induce 
Commissioner Herron to reconsider his 


Commissioner Herron gives as his 
reasons for wishing to retire from the 
office of Fire Commissioner that busi- 


ness matters demand his entire time, 


and-that- the commission does not have 
enough individuality, but is almost en- 
tirely subject to the whims of the 
Councils. The resignation, which was 
dated November 3, reads as follows: 
“To the Honorable Council of the 
City of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: I 
herewith respectfully tender my resig- 
nation as a member of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, as I find that I 
cannot conscientiously, with my busi- 
ness interests, serve the city as it 


should be, and therefore ask that you 


accept my resignation, to take effect as 
early as possible. 

“Thanking you for the honor of hav- 
ing appointed me on the Fire Com- 
mission, and trusting that what little 
I have done since a member of the 
board has met with your approval, I

SUNSET PARK. 
AT LAST DEDICATED. 


It was discovered yesterday that 
Sunset Park has thus far been a city 
park in name only. The deed to the 
property was signed by Mrs. Clara R. 
Shatto, Septembér 29, 1895, and was 
accepted by the city, but until yes- 
terday no ordinance of dedication had 
been passed, according to the records. 
There was a disposition on the part 
of some members of the Council to de- 
lay action. Mr. Tell took the floor in 
support of the measure, and when the 
was called the ordinance was 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Toll contended that in view of 
the fact that the city had for so long 
a time ostensibly held Sunset Park as 
one of the parks of the city, it was but 
fair to all concerned that the formal 
acceptance of the property be con- 
summated as soon as possible. Many 
parties had cast covetous eyes on the 
small plot of ground, owing to the 
rich depoits of oil that were supposed 
to lie beneath the surface. All the. 
terms of the deed with the exception 
of the dedication of a certain adjoining 
plot of ground had been complied with; 
Sixth street had been widened, and a 
boulevard put through the property. 
In view of the tacit acceptance of the 
plot as a park, the Councilman held 
that the ordinance’ of dedication 
should be immediately passed. 

It is thought that the discovery that 
the park has not been heretofore dedi- 
cated will have an important bearing 
on the cases that are now pending in 
court for the supposed violation of the 
ordinance protecting the parks from 
the encroachments of oil wells. It is 
pointed out that if Sunset Park has not 
been a legally dedicated park of the 
city that no ordinance protecting it as 
a par kcould well have been passed. 


_ Final Apportionment. 

The last large apportionment from 
the first half of the city tax collec- 
tions was made yesterday when $75,000 
was pro-rated to the several funds. 
There is still left from collections, in 
the old city $2519, and from collections 
in that part of the city annexed in 
1896,._.$1753. The annex of 1899 still 
has $2104 to its credit, but this will 
not be apportioned until after’ the 
lawsuits now pending in the Superior 
Court regarding the enforced payment 
of taxes in this district, have been 
settled. 


Lack Fenders. 
Councilman Pierce believes that the 
street railway .companies are not 
strictly observing the fender  ordi- 
order 


forcement of the law, Mr. Pierce yes- 
terday drafted a resolution for presen- 
tation to the Council, calling the at- 
tention of the street car companies to 
the provisions of the fender ordinance. 
Upon inquiry, he discovered that the 
matter was a subject for police regu- 
lation, and that the Council had no 
power in the matter. Mr. Pierce ac- 
cordingly did not present his resolu- 
tion. 


“Victoria Regis.” 

Secretary Mendenhall of the park 
board has received a number of seeds 
of the’ “Victoria Regis,’’ or Amazon 
Lily, from H. P. Sweet, who secured 
them from Superintendent Stromback 
of Linceln Park, Chicago. In the East 
this lily is grown in hot houses, but it 
is hoped to produce it here in the open 
air. The Victoria Regis is a native 
of South America, and has immense 
leaves three:and four feet across, The 
edges of the leaves turn up about an 
inch, and a child 5 years old may with 
safety be placel upon them; at least, 
such a thing has frequently been done 
at the Chicago garden. The blossoms 
ofthe plant are said to ve very beau-

WIFE-MURDER THE CHARGE. 


TRIAL OF C. T. MOOTRY BEGINS 
BEFORE JUDGE SMITH. 


Yesterday Spent in Selecting a Jury 
to Try a Case Full of Circumstan- 
tial Evidence—Was it Suicide or 
Murder? — Mystery Hangs Thick. 
Over the Wife’s Death. ee 


The trial of Charles T. Mootry, 
charged with the murder of his wife. 
Martha, began yesterday. It will oc- 
cupy a week or more. The crime of 
which Mootry is alleged to be guilty 
occurred September 15, at his residence, 
near the corner of San Julian and 
Twelfth streets. 

On that date Mrs. Mootry died un- 
der peculiar circumstances. At first 
it was thought she had committed sui- 
cide. For a long time she had been 
drinking dregs out of the cup of mis- 
fortune, and by her side was found 
a revolver. She was once employed 
in the old Club Theater, that was al- 
lowed to run on-Main street. For a 
few days the theory of suicide was 
generally accepted, but there soon de- 
veloped certain circumstances: that 
seemed to point the finger of murder at 
the husband. He, however, was not 
arrested until the day following the 
woman's death. 

At the preliminary examination, 
which was prolonged through several 
days, the circumstances which involve 
the husband were inquired into more 
or less exhaustively. On the evening 


of the shooting, Mootry ran over to a 


neighbor’s, with one of his’ hands all 
covered with blood, and asked some 
one to make haste and call a doctor, 
as his wife was dying. Upon investi- 
gation it was found that there was a 
trail of blood from the parlor out into 
the kitchen, while the woman died in 
the parlor, the theory being that he 
shot her-in the parlor, and she 
ran bleeding to the kitchen, where- 
upon defendant pursued her and 
drove her back. These  circum- 


stances, together with the facts that 


Mootry and his wife had not lived 
happily for several years past, and 
there had been serious bickerings over 
property and all sorts of matters rela- 
tive to their personal habits and 
morals, are to be developed to show 
that defendant may _ killed 
his wife. Mrs. Mootry is alleged to 
have been living with another man up 
to within six or seven days of her 
death,.“vhen she and her husband 
finally became reconciled and made a 
new start. . Some sudden spasm of 
jealousy may have spurred him to 
murder, it is contended, and the wife 
died from a wound in the right side; 
had she killed herself she would have 
fired into her left side, it is argued. 

The defense reply with the assertion 
that, had he killed the woman, Mootry 
would not have run red-handed to the 
neighbors, who arrived, along with the 
doctor, before she died. The fatal 
pistol was only of .22 caliber; defend- 
ant, bent on murder, would not have 
trusted so small a gun. He showed 
many signs of emotion at her death, 
cried copiously, explained the 
trail of blood by saying that he had 
run to his wife with a towe! aftr 
she was shot, and that the blood fairly 
streamed from hér mouth. This drip- 
ping towel he carried to the kitchen, 
and it was. found in the sink. On the 
‘center table was found an open Bible, 
as if she had prepared herself for 
death, and then wrough destruction 
by her own hand. The defense believe 
that the fact that the wound is on the 
right side instead of the heart side 
counts for nothing. 

The prosecution of the case Ys in the 
hands of Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas, and the defense is being con- 
ducted by Messrs. Adcock & Reymert, 
Earl Rogers, Esq., having been em- 
ployed to empanel the jury, watch the 
record and make an argument. 

As soon as twelve men _ had been 
drawn yesterday, Deputy McComas 
said, “Gentlemen, this is a trial on, in- 
formation charging Charles T. Mootry 
with murder. He sits just to the left 
of his counsel and—’”’ 

At this juncture the defendant leaped 
to his feet, and loomed up in full view 
of the jury. It is seldom that accused 
men are so eager to showthemselves off. 
Rut with Mootry§ it is different. 
has a face of brass that is a sight to 
behold.

On trial for the alleged murder of his 
wife, he came nobbily dressed from his 
jail cell, wearing a standing collar and 
a white, hand-tied string cravat. If 
there is any pleasure in being tried for 
his life, he is getting lots of it. All day 
he sat with seeming indifference of 
proceedings, save when he would con- 
descend to whisper advice into his at- 
torneys’ ears—which was often enough 
to apparently grow wearisome to them. 
Meantime he sat rocking and swinging 
in his chair, gazing with his hardened 
face about the courtroom, studying in- 
coming spectators and staring at the 
few women of the demimognde who 
sat in the back part of the room. 

In the morning as two women en- 
tered the courtroom, dressed in infinite 
tawdry, he apparently 
them, threw back his 
puerile sort of glee, hurried a hand to 
his mouth, and blurted out, dJoudly 
enough to attract attention, “Oh, 
mamma.”’

RIPARIAN R RIGHTS. 

R. A. H. asks: Does the government 
own the land to (extreme) high water 
mark, or only to normal or ordinary 
tide? Every year about the time rent 
is due, for ground leased at the beach, 
a discussion arises as to who owns the 
land, some maintaining that it belongs 
to the government, and therefore no 
private party has any right to collect 
rent therefor. | 

“Extreme” high water mark is a 
g@tandard so indefinite as to be of no 
practical use whatever—except indeed 
on the seashore with the regular tides. 
The rule of boundary there is that 
land bounded by the seashore extends 
only to the high-tide line. (37 Cal., 432; 
69 Cal., 126; 75 Cal., 406; 70 Cal., 206.) 

And a patent from the United States 
government for land bordering on a 
stream itt which the tide ebbs and 
flows, but which is unnavigable, in 
faci, does not pass the title to any land 
below high-water mark as measured by 
the tide, unless expressly declaring 
explicitly the contrary. (69 Cal., 122.) 

The general rule is that the boundary 
of a riparian tract on a -navigable 
stream as well as on the seacoast ex- 
tends to the normal edge or bank only. 


_TYhe bed of a river is a public highway 


of the State, and within its absolute 
control, subject only to the rights of 
commerce. (47 Cal., 536.) But title 
along a stream-not navigable extends 
to the middle of the stream, subject, 
however, to the restrictions of general 
rights to water of all the proprietors 
along the stream, and the owner has 
the right to charge rent to the middle 
of the stream in such case. (69 Cal., 
255; $5 Cal., 229.)

~ LAND CASES. 

H. J. M. writes: In The Times of 
October 31, 1899, I read of the big land 
case appeal of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and. TexasS Pacific, called by 
The Times “‘Overlapping Land Case.” 
I, as well as others, am interested in 
the thirty-mile limit—known as the in- 
demnity strip. We thought the over- 
lapping grant had been settled, and the 
case mentioned was from. the over- 
lapping along the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad to the Colorado River, includ- 
ing the thirty-mile limit. 

It would appear that you are inter- 
ested in the lands within the thirty- 


-mile or indemnity belt of the grant for 


the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany in the overlap of said grant 
with the grant for. the.- Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Railroad Company, 
and doubtless refer to the de- 
cision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Ninth Dis- 
trict, rendéred on September 26, last. 
That was a suit brought by the United 
States to quiet the #itle in the United 
States as to all the lands within the 
overlap of the grants for the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, both main 
and branch lines, and the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad in the State of 
California. The Southern Pacifie Rail- 
road Company claims the right to sSe- 
lect and receive patents for land lying 
within the indemnity limits of either 
its branch line or main-line grants, 
and within the limits of the Atlantic 
and Pacific grant because the grant 
for the Atlantic and Pacific has been 
forfeited, and the lands restored to the 
public domain by the act of July 6, 
1886. The court in its decision held 
against the claim of the Southern Pa- 


“cific Railroad Company, basing its de- 


cision upon previous decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court in cases 
involving grants for the Southern Pa- 
pacific Company, namely, 146 UW. S., 
670, 598, and 165 U. S., 1. If there has 
been an appeal taken in this case by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany it is for the purpose of further 
presenting the matter to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. If such 
it is not be- 
lieved that a reversal of the decision 
appealed from will be secured in the 
United States Supreme Court. 


FRAUD. 
C. H. R. writes: A has land and 
chattels to the amount of $1500. A 
transfers all to B, and goes straight- 


way to C and procures his indorsement 
of a note for $100, by telling him every- 
thing is all right. Comes to C driving 
the same team that he sold to B, and 
saying nothing about his sale to B. 
Transfer from A to recorded, but 
not known to any of the neighbors. 
How does it place A? 

It seems to place A in the role of a 
rogue, but, as the statement stands,

the trickery would not be sufficient to. 


sustain a criminal prosecution for ob- 
taining the indorsement by false pre- 
tenses. A good many fraudulent acts 
are beyond the reach of the law, and 
merely within the province of personal 
caution. Often one who burns his fin- 
gers in consequence of too freely trust- 
ing a neighbor, who misses the truth, 
must bear the consequences for him- 
self without the aid of the law. 

HOMESTEAD—DOWER RIGHTS. 

Mrs. H. M. W. writes: The deed for 
my home and my children’s home in 
this city is recorded in the name of 
my husband, who is here only occa- 
sionally. Can I file a homestead on the 
property and insure it in my own name, 
and in case of loss recover the insur- 
ance? 
house so that I may will it to my chil- 
dren? (2.) Piease inform me what 
share of Nebraska land the law grants 
the wife in that State, and will it be 
hers outright? 

(1.) If your husband fails to declare 
a homestead you haye a right to do so, 
even if the land belongs to him, and 
under the circumstances you name, 
your right can doubtless be: effectually 
exercised.

The property being yours, you can de-

A mortgagor has a right to all 
the ordinary uses of land as owner, 
but he has no right to commit waste, 
and the mortgagee can restrain him 
by injunction from so doing. It would 
be, however, the province of the court 


to decide whether or not the acts com- 


plained of is waste. Waste, like fraud, 
cannot be exactly defined beforehand, 
but must be manifested by the circum- 
stances. Accepting rent from a lease 
by the mortgagor would make the 
mortgagee a quasi party to the lease 
so far as the developer is concerned, 
but this would not prevent or hinder 
or delay the mortgagee’s right to fore- 
close the mortgage in’ default of pay- 
ment. He may, if he sees fit, ignore 
the transaction between the mortgagor 
and the developer without injuring his 
right to foreclose. On foreclosing all 
development would ‘pass under the 
foreclosure sale, and otherwise it is 
dificult to see what the mortgagee has 
to do with such lease, unless it can be 
made to appear an act of waste.

~KIPLING'S VERSE. 


CHIEF CHARACTERISTIC 


FORCE, NOT BEAUTY. 


[Patl Elmer More in the December 
Atlantic:] Of the love of pure beauty 
there is singularly little in Kipling in 
comparison with the force and breadth 
of his genius, says Paul Elmer More in 
the December Atlantic. His most 
ardent admirers would probably be sur- 
prised to find how few passages of 
real loveliness they could recall from 
his poems; and it is no doubt this de- 
ficiency that inspires Kipling’s ene- 
mies—and even he has  enemies—to 
speak so contemptuously of his work. 

Il have attempted thus far to show 
how the poetry of “The Seven Seas” 
reflects beth the. dominant strength 
and the deficiencies of the Anglo- -Saxon 
temper; there is a Curious interest in 
comparing with it another volume of al- 
most equal popularity, in which all that 
is un-Icenglish might seem to have cceme 
to flower. Within the body of the peo- 
ple has sprung up, of late yrs, a 
small circle of men to whom the rest- 
less activity of the race is, cistinetly 
repellent: they are Quietists und wer- 
shipers of pure beauty. The move- 
ment began with «che Pre-Raphael- 
ites, who sought in mediaeval Italy all 
that was wanting in the England about 
them, and has grown to includean 
ever-increasing band of malcontents. 
For the very reason that they are cut 
off from the broader sympathies with 
actual life, there is something inef- 
ficient in their work, something very 
fair and fragile, which we are wont to 
stigmatize as effeminate or dilettante. 
Beauty and form are indeed the fem- 
inine elements of genius, which, as has 
been often observed, must - embrace 
both the masculine and feminine prin- 
ciples to accomplish its best results. 
But alone and unsupported by the 
virility of thought amd _ action, the

love of beauty has always a tendency. 


to become effeminate and inefficient. 
It is just this flower-like grace apart 
from any sturdier character that ap- 
peals to the group of dilettantes in 
Fitzgerald's translation of the 
Rubaiyat. English poetry contains 
nothing more exquisitely lovely than 
such stanzas as this: 


“Earth could not answer; nor. the 
Seas that mourn 
In flowing Purple, of their Lord 
forlorn; 
Nor rolling Heaven, with all his signs 
reveal’d 
And hidden by the sleeve of Night and 
Morn. 
There is in such writing all the 


curious felicity of Horace, to whom 
Fitzgerald ts often likened; but it 
must be added that there is also a com- 
plete absence of the manly tone of Hor- 
ace, and of his shrewd reflection on life, 
Which have made him the friendly 
mentor of the centuries. 


Human Hibernation. 


From the districts of Popow and 
of Pskow comes the news that 
the poverty-stricken peasants’ of 
those blighted provinces are again 
about to begin their annual strug- 
gle with death by = starvation. It 
is not a new condition fer these unfor- 
tunates to face, says the New York 
Journal. For years the crops have been 
insufficient to keep alive the men and 
women who spend their lives in the 
sowing and reaping. Each winter finds 
many victims of starvation, but adds 
also to the experience of these thous- 
ands whose one and only object is to 
solve the problem of keeping body and 
soul together. 

Their only solution of the problem 
was found in the example of the low- 
est orders of animal—hibernation: and 
now, when the suns begin to fall the 
peasants seek forgetfulness of hunger 
in the Lozka, or “winter sleep.”’ In the 
villages and hamlets,of those districts 
the men and women and even little 
children are busy digging and piling up 
great heaps of peat. The little grain 
left is being ground and baked into 
hard loaves of coarse bread, and 
hard loaves hoarded like gold, for they 
are all that stand between the peasants 
and death between now and the spring 

Around the great oven that stands in 
the center of each poor hut the low 
wooden cots of the family are arranged, 
The fires are started. Thefe is almost 
no- ventilation in the huts;-and that-is 
part of the campaign against death. 
The members of the family will lie 
doven to the ‘‘winter’s sleep’? and soon 
lose consciousness. One alone of the 
family will stand guard—to feed the 
fire. ‘Phe vigil is a terrible’ one. 
Around him le those most dear to him. 
struggling against death. Hour after 
hour the peat—nature’s only gift fo 
these unfortunates—is piled on the fire. 
The atmosphere is stifling. The sleepers 
lie in a torpor—more dead than alive— 
but at least unconscious to the awful! 
pangs of hunger. But hunger at least 
manifests itself. Once each dav the 
sleepers rouse from. their stupor, a 
crust of bread for each is taken from 
the hoard, soaked in water and 
munched. The guard is changed, and 
again the sleepers crawl! back to their 
cots. 

And so, day after day, night after 
night, the long fight against starvation 
is kept up—until at last the spring 


comes, and with it new life and new 
hope.

THE AUTOMOBILE. 


ADVANTAGES TO BE GAINED BY 
ITS GENERAL USE. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2, 1899.—Dr. J. J. 
Walsh anticipates some of the remark- 
able effects on the public health of 
large centers of population that the. 
absence of the horse in the coming 
reign of the automobile is sure to have. 
For one thing, the absonce of the hors» 
will probably bring about. the abso- 
lute eradication of tetanus—lockiaw, 
as it is commonly called—from our 
cities, at least. The banishment of the 
horse, besides directly freeing cities 
of the tetanus bacillus, will render un- 
necessary the importation of farm 
products, like the grasses on which the 
tetanus germ flourishes by preference, 
and will take away from cities the fa- 
vorite breeding places of the bacilll, 
namely, the warm, moist droppings of 
the horse, in which they find abun- 
dance of nutrition and the necessary 
absence of air. Other diseases, com- 
municated by actual contact with the 
horse, will become less common; such, 
for instance, as actinomycosis, and 
acute coryzas. The removal of ho ses 
from cities will also cause a markel 
reduction in the number of cases of 
typhoid fever. Dr. Walsh shows fur- 
ther that suppuration in wounds and 
the suppurative infections will become 
less common, and the number and se- 
verity of intestinal diseases, especially 
those of the choleraic type, so commoa 
in cities in the summer time, will be 


greatly diminished. The introduction 
of the automobile, while diminishing 


animal suffering, will lead to a distinct 
lessening of human. suffering, and 
make the average of human life longer 
and more enjoyable because more 
healthy.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


ESCAPED PRISONERS: FROM TUC- 
SON SKIP TO MEXICO. 


Land Grant Cases Settled—Body 
of a Murdered Man Found Near 
Willcox—Apaches Stealing Horses. 
Fire at Benson—Municipal Politics 
in Tucson. 


TUCSON (Ariz.,) Dec. 1.—{Regular 
Correspondence.] No onc of the four 
prisoners’ who escaped from the County 
Jail has yet been captured, though the 
Sheriff is actively searching for them. 
The escaped criminals are Louis 
charged with the murder of 
a section boss at Sonoita; Agustine 
Brau and Jesus Preciado, charged with 
smuggling, and Ed Hogan, the hobo 
trusty who assisted Pearl Hart to es- 
same jali, who was 
recaptured with her at Deming a week 
later. The men made their successful 
break for liberty when the door of the 
cell inclosure was opened in the 
morning, knocking down Under Sheriff 
Robert H. Paul and Jailer Hopley with 
sticks of firewood. Hogan took no part 
in the fight, simply taking advantage 
of the opened door. The two officers 
were thrust into cells and locked 
in. The four made their way without 
molestation through the Courthouse 
and the city, and were seen south of 
Later they sep- 
led 
toward Mexico. The two officers were 
badly bruised, but are again on duty. 
Paul, one of the best-known peace of- 
ficers in the Southwest, is now well 
along in years. He. has, in years past, 
been United States Marshal of 
zona, Sheriff of Pima county and a 
member of the detective corps of 
Wells, Fargo & Co. 


Lee Sing, over whom there was 


-jately such trouble and acrimony at 


Nogales; is a merchant. and as such 
is legally entitled to residence within 
the United States. Judge Davis has 
so decided, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, sitting in Tucson. There 
seems a possibility that Sing is run- 
ning a sort of underground railway 
for Chinese immigrants, but his own 
status has been fixed. He has_ been 
arrested several times at ‘Nogales, each 
time being dismissed by the Nogales 
Court Commissioner on presentation of 
writ of habeas corpus. The same 
procedure would have been taken on 
his last arrest, had it not have been 
for the efforts of Dist.-Atty. Harlow 
of Santa Cruz county, assisted by Chi- 
nese Inspector J. D. Putnam of Los 
Angeles. The case turned out to be 
nothing more than another episode in 
thne fight against Collector Chenoweth 
of the Nogales customhouse. 

The session of the 
Court. of Private Land Claims was far 
briefer than had been anticipated. 


‘Nothing was-done beyond the render- 


ing of decisions. The most important 
decision concerned the San Rafael de 
le Zanja grant, heretofore held by a 
corporation comprising ex-Senator Don 
Cameron of Pennsylvania,- Colin 
Cameron, Gen. Kerr of Pennsylvania 
and William C. Whitney. 
was heard at the last term of the court, 
Senator Morgan of Alabama being 
leading counsel for the grant 
claimants. The grant claimants were 
given about one-fourth the area 
claimed. This grant has heretofore 
been one of the main bugaboos of the 
Upper Santa Cruz Valley, embracing 
most of the arable land in: Santa 
Cruz county. 

The Babocomori grant, in which the 
Perrin Brothers of Arizona and Fresno 
interested, was confirmed 
for eight ‘‘sitios.”’ The Buena Vista 
grant, of Maish & Driscoll, was con- 
firmed. The Agua Prieta grant and the 
San Pedro grant were rejected. The last 
named included a large amount of Valu- 
able land in the San Pedro Valley, Co- 


‘ chise county, in the vicinity of Fair- 


bank. 

Last Wednesday in Sulphur Spring 
Valley, near Willcox, was found the 
body of an unknown man,: who un- 
doubtedly had been murdered. In the 
back of the head were two wounds, one 
apparently made by a pistol bullet and 
the other by a charge of buckshot. 
Death must have been even more than 
a month ago. Parts of the body had 
been consumed by wild animals. The 
body was that of an American about 
30 years old, 5 feet 10 inches taal, appar- 
ently weighing about 170 pounds. The 
hair was light and brown and there 
was a sandy mustache. The body was 


nude, but near by were found a pair 


of blue overalls, a well-made percale 
shirt, marked “‘W..A. and socks. 
The body had been roughly covered 
with earth, but had been exhumed by 
coyotes. 

Apache thieves have been stealing 
horses in Rucker Cafion and driving 
them southward. In one instance one of 
the horses was found ‘killed, where it 
had been cut up by the Indians for food. 

Tucson has won back from Phoenix 
her baseball honors. nI three games con- 
tested in this city, the local team won 
twice, the first game by 19 to 9, and the 
last by the far better score of 3 to 1. 
The second game went to Phoenix, 11 
to 3. Thanksgiving day the laurels of 
the Tucson team were added to by a 
victory over a visiting Tempe team. 
The most important event was the foot- 
ball game, Thansgiving day, between 
elevens of the Territorial University 
and Arizona Normal School. The Nor- 
mal won with ease, scoring 12 to the 
university’s 2. A few days before the 
university and Tucson football teams 
played a tie game. 

The Republicans have nominated the 
following named candidates for the 
coming city election: Councilman at 
large, short term, Philip S. Hughes; 
Councilman, long term, Adolph Bail: 
Councilman, First Ward, Charles Bay- 
less; Councilman, Second Ward, B. L. 
Worthen. The candidates will select 
their own Central Committee. :

In the same way, the 
theater having soft and sufficient il- 
lumination—all other things being 
equal—is certain to have the best 
houses. The use of diffused light has 
also spread to factories, and other in- 
dustrial buildings. It is evident, how- 
ever, that there are conditions under 
which its employment must be at- 
tended with judgment, or mischievous 
results may follow. A large electrio 
light: company in Boston, wishing to 
give their employés, who were doing 
fine mechanical work, the best possi- 
ble illumination, had the ceilings of 
their draughting and engineers’ offices 
painted white, and then they put in 
an are light. Under this was_ placed 
a shade, the upper side of which was 
also painted white. The result of the 
whole scheme was that the light was 
thrown upon the ceiling and diffused 
down. The effect ‘was brilliant; but 
to the astonishment of the authori- 
ties, every one complained of the 
light, and inside of two months. half 
the draughtsmen were patients of an 
oculist, who gave the following ex- 
planation of the trouble: “If you had 
gone to inspect the light they ‘were 
working in, you would have found 
yourself in a very brilliantly-lighted 
room. The whole air was radiant with 
light; but there was not a shadow in 
the room, and you couldn’t make one. 
The result was that the draughtsmen, 
who had been accustomed to judging 
when they had reached a certain point 
by the angle made between the 
shadow and the“pen or pencil; found 
themselves obliged to look closely for 
every point to which they drew a line, 
and their eyes were kept under a 
heavy strain all the time, and nat- 
urally they soon gave out.’ A profes- 
sional draughtsman questions this ex- 
planation. In a long experience he 
“has never been conscious of working 
by shadows, and even under diffused 
light, he has, always worked with the 
‘greatest ease. In his estimation, the 
reason of the draughtsmen’s suffer- 
ing was that the upper half of the 
room was very bright, while the lower 
half was comparatively dark. This 
contrast, together with the _ intense 
light of the ceiling, caused the un- 
pleasant glare accompanying the re- 
flection of any strong light from a 
plain white surface, which even to a 
modified extent, is one .of the most 
trying influences to which the eyes 
can Se subjected.

DEATH OF WELL-KNOWN PHYSI- 
CIAN AND CAPITALIST. 


Dr. Simon Rosenberger Attacked 
With His Last Illness While Build- 
ing Two Houses—Reception Aboard 
the “Poppy”—Dr. Claypole’s Lec- 
ture—Maccabee Election. 


PASADENA, Dec. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Dr. Simon Rosenberger, 
veteran medical practitioner, surgeon | 
of the Union army in the civil war, and 
wealthy citizen of Pasadena, died quite 
suddenly this afternoon at his resi- 
dence, No. 392 North Euclid, avenue. 


Dr. Rosen r was a native of Mont- 
gomery county, Pa., and was 68 yéars 
of age. He graduated from the Penn- 


sylvania Medical College in Philadel- 
phia, and began th® practice of medi- 
cine in that city, subsequently practic- 
ing in New Jersey. He went into the 
army as a surgeon, and served with 
distinction. Twelve years ago he came 
to Pasadena and followed his profes- 
sion here for awhile, afterward engag- 
ing in the drug business with his son. 
Recently he lived a retired life, and 
paid little attention to medicine. He 
owned considerable real estate here, in- 
cluding a brick block on South Fair 
Oaks avenue, a residence on North 
- Euclid, and several other houses. This 
fall he began the erection of two 
houses on East Colorado street as an 
investment, and it was in overseeing 
the work on these that he contracted 
his final illness, a week ago last Fri- 
day. His illness was not considered 
critical till yesterday. He died of an- 
gina pectoris, the disease which took 
off Vice-Président Hobart. He had 
been -thrice married. He wedded his 
last wife, Mrs. Shafer of Pasadena, 
four years ago. She, with two sons and 
a daughter by a former wife, survive 
him. Dr. Rosenberger was a. member 
of the Congregational Church, was a 
skillful surgeon, and was highly re- 
spected both personally and profes- 
sionally. He leaves much property in 
the East, as well as in Pasadena. The 
pine of the funeral has not yet been 
xed. 


POP WENT THE POPPY. 


The first “Poppy” of the season 
bloomed ‘here tonight with a halo of 
a hundred electrie lights. It was the 
new parlor car of the Los Angeles and 
Pasadena Electric Railroad, designed 
for excursion and theater parties, 
which made its first public appearance 
and held a brilliant reception on West 
Colorado street, surrounded with roses 
and smilax and bouquets and wreaths 
of electric sparks, while a mandolin 
orchestra played in its open portico, 
and crowds passed through to admire 
the silken hangings and elegant furni- 
ture. The “Poppy” is .the brightest 
flower that ever blossomed in Pasadena 
with a. trolley.for a stem, and it burst 
upon the city this evening like a gar- 
den of glory. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


Prof. E..W. Claypole of Throop lec- 
tured this evening on “Life in the 
Solar System,” and talked for a large 
part of the evening: about the planet 
Mars. Probably there are no inhabit- 
ants on the outer planets, he asserted, 
because they are too oven-like from 
their own heat. There is no known 
condition that would forbid life on 
Venus and Mercury: Although the lat- 
ter planet receives nine times the 
amount of heat from the sun that 
_ we do, it is enveloped by a dense at- 
mosphere, which may screen the sur- 
face from exterminating heat and ren- 
der life possible. On Venus, the condi- 
tions are still better, as the sun is not 
s0 close and the clouds are heavier 
and more protective. Five years ago, 
Prof. Lowell, at Flagstaff, Ariz., made 
wonderful discoveries on the planet 
Mars. He saw the polar snow cap melt 
away from the South Pole and saw the 
blue sea form around it. He saw blue 
lines strike out from the south sea 
through the desert and he found on 
the surface of the planet a network’ of 
‘lines and markings. These lines have 
been called the canal of Mars and are 
formed on the arcs of great circles 
with ma_hematical precision. They 
are from 100 to 200 miles wide and 1600 
to 1800 miles long. Evidently water is 
scarce on Mars and the air is very rare. 
Their boiling point on that planet is 
127 deg. The polariscope proves that 
the blue which formed about the polar 
cap was water and the blue which 
traveled across the planet was not: 
water. Astronomers’ logic has led 
them to theorize that there is a vast 
system of artificial irrigation on Mars, 
and the water is brought from the 
melting snow cap and carried across 
the planet in these canals, while the 
blue streaks seen spreading over the 
continent mark the irrigated district. 
There are no hills on Mars to prevent 
the construction of these vast water- 
ways, and men there, if of the strength 
of men here, could do thrice as much 
work. 

THREE DAYS OF GOLF. 

A three days’ golf tournament will 
be played on the Hotel Green links 
‘Thursday, Friday and Saturday of next 
week. Players from the golf clubs of 
Los Angeles, Riverside, Redlands and 
Pasadena have been invited to enter.

A scratch 
match for the championship of the 
Green links will also come off, the win- 
ner to have his name engraved on a 
silver cup and awarded a silver medal, 
Four prizes will be awarded in the 
handicap events, two for men and 
two for women. The tournament will 
close with a ball December 16 in Hotel

SANTA MONICA. 
ELECTRIC LIGHT PROPOSALS. 
SANTA MONICA, Dec. 4.—[Regular 

Correspondence.] The City Trustees 
today received only one bid for elec- 
tric street lighting for the coming year. 
That was from the Santa Monica Elec- 
tric and Power Company. -The com- 
pany proposed to maintain forty or 
more 2000-candle-power electric lights 
at $9.50 per month, each, if the con- 
tract were for one year only. The com- 
pany offered to furnish such service for 
a term of three years at $9 per month 
per light, or for five years for $8 per 
month per light. Thé proposal offered 
to keep the city fire alarm system in 
order and supply electric current for 
it free if a storage battery were used, 
or to keep it in order for a compensa- 
tion of $10 per month, if galvanic gen- 
erating jars were used. The proposal 
was referred to a committee. 

The only bid for publishing city ad- 
vertising for the coming year was from 
the Santa Monica Outlook, which of- 
fered to print such matter in brevier 
type at the following rates: For 
“straight matter’ 50 cents per square, 
or inch, for each first insertion, and 40 
cents per square for each subsequent 
insertion; for ‘figure work,’’ 65 cents 
per square for each first insertion, and 
50 cents per square for each subsequent 
insertion.

Has Outgrown Her Water and Light- 

ing Systems and the Latter is Now 

to Be Enlarged, as Was the Former, 

Corn Husks for the Tamale Trade.

SANTA ANA, Dec. 5.—[Regular Cor- } 


respondence.] Santa Ana is too big 
for her clothes, so to speak. She re- 
cently outgrew her water system, and 
now she has outgrown her lighting 
system. The City Trustees have just 
completed a large reservoir at the city 
waterworks, making it possible to store 
more than twice as much water as 
formerly, and it is only a short while 
until larger mains will have to be laid, 
although it was considered six years 
ago, When the system was built, that 
the mains were large enough to last 
the city for at least twenty years. The 
same conditions exist relative to the 
gas mains. The city has outgrown the 
old system. That was the _ trouble 
last Saturday night, when the lights 
almost went out all over town. Enough 
gas could not be forced through the 
old mains, and as a consequence no- 
body had good lights. Several mer- 


chants procured candles and set them. 


in the windows, while others used old 
lamps, or any old thing that would af- 
ford a little. light to enable them~ to 
transact business. 

The gas company realizes that sub- 
stantial improvements in the system 
must be made, and it Khas begun the 
work. A force of men began today 
putting in larger mains, and the man- 
ager of the company states that in 
about a week gas consumers will have 
no further cause to complain of poor 
service. These improvements would 
have been made sooner, but the com- 
pany recently acquiring the property 
has been waiting until the new elec- 
tric plant could be installed, when it 
was hoped the present mains would be 
sufficient for all present needs.

PAPER READ BEFORE HISTORI- 
CAL SOCIETY- 
The Historical Society last night met 


at the residence of Walter R. Bacon,
